Although extreme top prices for.cat- 
tle were rather lowér at the principal 
markets in Canada during the month 
of May than in the corresponding , 
month Jaat year, as shown by the Do- 
minion Livestock . Branch © reports, 
there was an encouraging improve- 
ment over the condition of affairs in 
the preceding month, An extract 
from the report reads: “Despite the 
comparatively heavy weight of re- 
ceipts, the quality of the butcher and 
export stock: was of such a good char- 
acter, and the demand for good stock 
so keen, that the range of prices was 
increased by 50c to $1,25 per hundred: 
weight. In the West there was a 
weaker toné at the close, whilst heavy 
cattle were inclined: to drag, but in 
the last, good quality stock held rea: 
sonably steady. There was a contin- 
ued strong demand for good quality | 
stock suitable for finishing for the 
British market and the domestic beel 
trade, in view of the steady increase 
in the movement to seaboard.. Short- 
keep feeders appeared to bé very pop- 
ular with eastern farmers, who: paid as 
high as $475 and generally $7 per hun. 
dred.”
